For segment or circle 
window, give the radius of segment or circle corner, and also slate 
whether they are wanted to finish circle inside and outside, or outside 
only, and when frames are wnnte<l, the width and height of fran^es 
should be given. 

Orders for Doors should state size, thickness, number of panels, and 
quality retiuired. If moulded, say if one or lx)th sides, and whether 
sunk or raised mouldin<i. 

Orders for Outside Blinds shouUI state size of glass, number of 
lights in window, thickness of blinds ; if segnienl head give radius of 
segment, also if for wood or brick building.

When a flight of Stairs is wanted we should know the height of 
stor)' from floor to floor, width of Joist in second .story, width and 
run of stairs, the size of cyhnder, style of base used in the hall, with 
rough sketch showing about the shape of stairs wanted. 

For Stair Railing;, Straight Flight, we require the width of 
rise and step as sawed out on straight board, the nund^ier of risers, 
the rise of cylinder from face to face of string of face board, \vhich 
way it turns at head of stairs^ and the number of feet of straight 
rail required at landing. Unless we receive plan showing otherwise, 
we always suppose the top riser for a straight flight of stairs to be 
placed at the edge or spring of cyliniler. 

For Circular or Winding Stairs, we should have an exact 
plan of stairs as buiU, giving the width of rise and step, ihe location 
of rises in cylinder, etc. ; and when there are straight steps below 
or above the cylinder, always give the distance from the first square 
riser to the edge or spring line of cylinder on the face of string or 
face board,
